COLORED MAN SAW 
POSTOFFICE ROBBERS 

Before Deed Was Done But Did 
Not Suspect Their Intention 

No clew has been discovered to the 
men who bn.ke into the Stanford post- 
oflice last Tuesday morning and so far 
as known no ste|n have been taken to 
discover the roliliers The I : S o rret 
service works very i|uietl>. however, 
and its detectives may have already 
been here and at work. 

The men who are telieved to have 
broken into the postoffice were seen by 
Will Salter, a colored man. shortly af- 
ter midnight, standing in front of the 
postoffice. Salter was watching to 
keep dogs off the new granitoid pave- 
ment in front of the First National 
Bank, »n<l as the pavement had become 
sufficiently hard, was on his way home 
The men, one tall and the other rather 
short, moved ofT and walked rapidly up 
Jockey How, the street between the 
courthouse and Christian church, so 
that he could not tell whether they were 
white or colored He went on borne 
and shortly afterward the explosion 
was heard. 

Postmaster Florence has figured up 
the exact loss, which was $08 74 io 
*.«.'i.7() in sumps, and $22.70 in 
belonging to the money order 
department. His personal loss in the 
safe, etc is about $2o. 

The stamps secured were in one tissue 
oiled lead stamp book containing 1, 2, 
3, 4. 6, K and 10-rent special delivery 
stamps to the value of about $'sl, and 1 
and .' rent due stamps, about a 
snail wooden box. containing the cash 
Breaking or attempting to break into 
a postoffice has a penalty of a fine of 
fl.OOO and imprisonment, 
ward for capture of the robbers i 
case would be considerable.
